was electrocuted in state prison at 
Charlestown for the:murder of Mabel 
Page at Weston Jflarch 31, 1904. When 
Tucker arrived in front of the death 
chair he drew from his trousers pocket 
a brief statement, which lie read. The 
statement was: "I hope that God will 
forgive me for all the wrongs I have 
ever done in my past life.

Three ap- 
plications of the current were made 
and at 12:19 Tucker was pronounced 
dead.

Fatal Tenement Fire. 


New York, June 12. — Four persons 


are known to be dead and several oth- 
ers are missing as a result of a fire in 
a five-story tenement house in East 
Ninety-seventh street. 
Two firemen 


were injured by falling from the build- 
ing, and one of them can not lrt». 
Scores of thrilling rescues took place, 
and just as the firemen were about to 
take a woman and her two-year-old 
baby from the fire escape on the third 
floor the woman, overcome by smoke, 
dropped the child. It was dashed to 
death on the pavement 30 feet below.

Al of them 
were so badly burned that they have 
not been identified.

Agricultural education is by no 


means a new movement. 
Professor 


L. H. Bailey of Cornell university 
points out that more than a hundred 
years ago an effort was made in Penn- 
sylvania to establish an agricultural 
school, but it failed. In 1824 a school 
was opened in Derby, Conn., for agri- 
culture and related work, but it did 
not long persist as an agricultural 
school. As early as 1826 in New York 
an effort was made to establish a 
school in which the sciences connected 
with agriculture and the mechanic arts 
could be pursued, and in 1836 the legis- 
lature granted a charter for an agricul- 
tural college. It was proposed to pur- 
chase a farm near Albany, but the 
project failed owing to lack of money. 
Again in 1849 the governor appointed a 
board of eight commissioners to meet 
at Albany and mature plans for an ag- 
ricultural college, and the outcome was 
that a charter was granted April 15, 
1853, for the New York State Agricul- 
tural college. In 1855 the citizens of 
Ovid, Seneca county, petitioned the leg- 
islature to locate the college in their 
vicinity Instead of at Oakland Farms. 
where the commission had previously 
decided to locate it. After much dis- 
cussion a farm of 640 acres was pur- 
chased at $65 per acre. The trustees 
of the college took possession April 1, 
1857. The cornerstone of the building 
was laid July 7, 1859. The college 
opened Dec. 5, 1860, but the breaking 
out of the civil war brought it to a 
close. The old building now stands 
and is a part of the Willard asylum for 
the insane. Thus it will be seen that 
the state has given attention to agri- 
cultural instruction for the past seven- 
ty-five years or more.
